on Salem street the tornado overturned

gins and damaged the bridge considerably. ~ 
It then struck the house of Deacon W. F. 
Cutler completely demolishing it, so that 
it,was nothing but kindling wood. The 
inmates ef the house, which consisted of 
mother and two daughters had very nar- 
row escapes from serious injury, one 
daughter doubtless being saved from death 
by the piano which protected her from — 
the falling. timbers. Another daughter, 
Helen about 11 years old, however, who. 
was not in the house, was blown from the — 
bridge, which she was.crossing, down an © 
embankment and a piece of timber falling 
upon her, injured her so that she died in 

a few hours. 

The cyclone now evidently took a slight 
turn toward the north, on its general east= 
erly course and went down Springfield St., 
where wholesale destruction was. com-.

Editor Horton of the Salem Gazette, who 
was in Andover at the Mansion House 
when the news of the event,came and who 
visited the scene, in speaking of the dis- 
aster in the Tuesday’s issue of his paper 
Bays: 

This cyclone came along without any 
real warning. The rain had begun to fall 
in torrents, a lightness lit up the sky .mo- 
mentarily, and then the dark cloud appar- 
ently rolled in, and the whirlwind began 
its destruction without premonition that 
anything unusual was going to happen. It 
may. have begun cn the way -up toward 
Lowell without coming close to the earth, 
as it is stated that broken limbs of trees at 
various points gives evidence of a heavy 
. blow along that course at intervals. If 
there is any distinction between a tornado 
and a cyclone, the one is a hurricane that 
fells things in its course by the mere pow- 
er of the swift-blowing but irregular wind, 
while the other isthe moving whirlwind 
which pulls up, disjoints, twists and tears 
to pieces whatever comes within the vor- 
tex of this revolving airtunnel. We often 
see small whirlwinds formed in the street 
by the influence of contending air currents, 
and which carry along for a considerable 
distance in~ their course dust—and-dried 
leaves moving in a circle, 
which destroys trees and houses is proba- 
bly about the same thing ona gigantic 
scale, where atmospheric conditions aid in 
giving intensity and power to the whirl- 
wind. In due time counter-conditions de- 
stroy the force of the cyclone and finally 
cause its absorption in a-common regular 
current. 


a 


This is. probably the most destructive 
cyclone of which there-is-any record in 
Essex county, and possibly in New Eng- 


oo land. There are at any rate but few that 


equal it in this section. Within twenty- 
five. years, however, (and. possibly less 
time) tornadoes have swept through our 
neighborhood with more or less damaging 
effect. The writer remembers one 1n_ the 
West Boxford neighborhood where the 
damage was chiefly confined to orchards 
and groves, There was one in Peabody 
and Salem, the chief damage being in Tre- 
mont street and North Salem. In Tre- 


foundation, and there were other similar 
occurences duly recorded’ at the time. 
There have been similar tornadoes at not 
very frequent intervals in different parts 
of Massachusetts and New England,. but 
nothing that the writer remembers. €qual- 
ling the present one in the amount and 
extent of positive disaster to houses and 
groves combined. It is not unlikely that 
powerful cyclones may be borne along in 
the heavens but so far above the trees and 


Qne of the sad incidents says the Daily 
American among the many sad scenes was 
the death of Helen Cutler, 11-year-old 
daughter of William F; Cutler. She was 
crossing the Silem street bridge, in sight 
of her home, when the tornado struck. 
She was blown 50 feet and suffered a con- 
cussion of the brain. She lingered uncon- 
cious until 4 o’clock, when death claimed 
her as the eighth victim-of the dire visi- 
tation. While the little girl was suffering 
in the storm outside, her home was the 
scene of wreck and ruin. “Daisy Cutler, 
her sister, was standing at the foot'of the 


stairs in the lower hallway, when, without 


asecond’s warning, the house shivered 
. and shook under the strong wind. Daisy 
saw her piano falling down stairs and just 
managed to get out of the way, only to be 
pinned down, howewer; by the iron: radia- 
She found that her 
arms were free, and though pressed down

ually, to gain free movement of her arms. 

Then she unbuttoned her skirts, and. be- 
gan to extricate herself from the ruins., 
She heard her sister Flossie calling her 
from above, thought of her mother, but 
was powerless to render assistance. Finally 
Daisy saw light above her, and was soon 
out of the ruins. She was injured, though 
not seriously, so was her mother and her 
sister Flossie. Mrs. Cutler consoled her- 
self with the thought that her youngest 
child was outside the house, and safe from 
harm, only to learn, all too soon of Helen’s 
tragic fate. 

Mayor Crawford of Lawrence thought 
$200,000 would cover the financial loss, 
oceasioned by the tornado. City Clerk 
Kimball and Treasurer Poor also set the 
loss at thesame amount. This probably 
is not far out of the way. 


The probablepath of the damaging 
wind varied from 50 to 300 feet. If it will 
be remembered that the tornado is shaped 
something like a tunnel, the smaller end 
downward, and that it rises and falls in 
the air, it can be easily seen why its path 
should sometimes be wider and sometimes 
grow narrew, for as the suspended. cloud 
is pushed down on to the earth the place 
of contact widens as the constantly wider 
cloud continues to descend, and vice versa. 


J. T. Remmes, baker, had the chimney 
of his house and bake shop blown down 
and other damage done. 


The number of killed was eight, and in- 
jured about fifty, with a probability that 
five or six of the latter may not recover, 
It would be thought almost impossible, 
when the extent of the devastation is con- 
sidered; that so few were killed or fatally 
injured. About seventy houses were de- 
molished or seriously damaged, which of 
course drives many families from shelter, 
but everything possible is being done by 
the city to releive the wants of all Who 
are in need. Subscription lists have been 
spread around and the people are respond- 
ing generously. 


One man driving a team loaded with 
grain from Lawrence to Andover, had 
just passed Springfield street, when, hear- 
ing the noise of the wind, he looked 
toward the South Lawrence station where 
he beheld boards, limbs.of trees and other 
debris whirling in the air and houses fal- 
ling. It was but the work of a moment, 
but he turned around in season to see it 
all from a position of safety quite close to 
the outer edge of the cyclone. Another 
man’s wagon was turned around at the 
rear end, but he whipped up his horse and 
thus happened to get beyond the power of 
the whirling wind... 


Lawrence has finally decided that she 
cannot, unaided, care for the sufferers of 
last Saturday and asks other places to con- 
tribute. About $25,000 is needed. Sev- 
eral cities have already volunteered aid. 
and without doubt.there will be a gener- 
ous response to this appeal. Now what 
will Andover do for her neighboring city, 
while in distress?. Surely skhe--ought to 
contribute a little. 


J. P. Wakefield our jwell-known provi- 
sion dealer, was on Broadway when the 
tornade passed, only a few few minutes 
before, however, having come from the 
very path of the furious wind. He thinks 
he was as near as he cared to be. 


Andover was indeed very fortunate in 
in receiving very little damage from this 
terrible tornado, which was almost too 
near to be comfortable. _In West-Parish, 
however, the effect of the high , wind, 
which ‘was probably the first of the torna- 
do, which struck Lawrence, alittle injury 
was accomplished. ‘Trees: on Charles 
Shattuck’s estate, a summer house and 
trees at E. F. Holt’s. and trees in other 
parts of the parish were forced to succumb 
to the furious attacks of the wind. But 
we consider ourselves lucky in escaping 
so fortunately.

Dear Townsman: 


Most-of the seashore resorts near Bos- 
ton are too expensive for the average cot- 
tager but good accomodations can be 
found a short distance from the. water, 
and I for one prefer an ordinary house to 
the average seashore cottage. Our loca- 
lity is quite near'Folly Ceve and yet only 
five minutes from the fashionable avenues 
and hotels. We are quite near the Glou- 
cester line and can take our choice of two 
routes-.inland—one via Lanesville, Bay 
View, Annisquam, Riverdale to Glouces- 
ter, the other’ via Pigeon Cove proper, 
Rockport village, passing by the entrance. 
to Bass Rocks and Eastern Point, to the 
city again. | 

The famous Turks Head Inn and Pen- 
zana Road are on another arm of Rock- 
port very near Thatchers Island—but our 
vicinity is much the cooler and pleasanter 
part of Rockport as green flies and mios- 
quitoes have not feund us. The atmos- 
phere here is very pure and cool. A little 
enterprise in cleaning the cove and erec- 
ting bath-houses at the little beach here 
would-render it a very desirable place for 
families as there are many vacant dwel- 
ling-heuses. The burning of the mills at 
Rockport leaves a very romantic:view for 
the artist to sketch, but it has affected the 
business of the town as the pay-roll was 
quite large. The head of our family re- 
minds me hew well he has supplied our 
larder with fish (and the ocean with hooks) 
directly from the water, but a small boy 
could supply an ordinary family either 


from the rocks ora boat. Lobsters and. 


clams are easily available at reasonable 
prices. Nice clean boats can be hired. at 
either cove and one cannot but admire the 
courtesy .and kindness with which our 
questions are answered. 

The quarries are very interesting; the 
ease. with which immense stones are han- 
dled, the rapidity with which huge rocks 
are turned into pavements for Boston, 
New York or Philadelphia, all fascinate 
the looker on.

Learning that Mr. P. W. Whitttier® had 

left for New York, Monday, and thinking 
that possibly business of an important na- |: 
ture had called him away, an interview with 
Mrs. Whittier revealed the fact that he was 
sent away to superintend the loading and 
shipping of the machinery necessary to the 
construction of a new lasting machine which 
has recently been devised and patented by 
a New York man, who, in turn, has disposed 
of the patent rights to a firm of three other |. 
parties in that state. It was further stated 
that the contract for building these machines 
has been given to the Davis and Furber 
Machine Company, and that the rooms 
formerly occupied by the card clothing, 
and leather departments will be refitted for 
this new industry. The mechanism of this 
machine is very complicated, and controls 
five positive motions. By this new device 
itis claimed thata shoe can be lasted in 
sixteen seconds, with even tension through- 
out; changed from right to left in less than 
two seconds, changed from a large to asmall- 
sized shoe in five seconds, and the leather 
fitted perfectly to the last. Mr. Whittier has 
examinéd the different methods employed 
in the establishments at Lynn and Haver- 
hill, and found that to last a shoe it required 
from three and a quarter to two and a half 
minutes, and the tension was uneven; while 
to change over the machine from large to 
small sizes required about three hours. 

Itis understood that in the opinion of 
prominent shoe manufacturers who have 
have examined the machine, it is considered 
to be the best adapted to the work yet in- 
vented. Six machines were built before the 
inventor was satisfied with the work. The 
weight of each machine completed: is 2800 
pounds.

If at any other time 
other motive power was desired than that 
now in use, another hearing would be neces- 
saly; the location and extension must be 
first determined. The probability was that 
electricity might be asked for later, 


Mr. French asked the Selectmen if asa 
Board they understood that if electricity 
was asked for, another hearing would be 
held. They said “Yes,” He also consid- 
ered that the petitioners knew fully what 
motive they intended to use, and had 
all plans laid in regard to running the road, 
and it seemed that the time for opposition 
was before granting the location. “Person- 
ally, while he might not object. to horse 
power, he should oppose ‘the ‘use of elec- 
tricity. 


The advantages claimed for the road were 
that it opened up the -distrcets, might en- 
hance the value of property, and it would 
make a good road to Haverhill. 

The disadvantages, cited: by Mr. French, 
were, thatthe people had not. demanded 
the change; there was nothing in common 
between the two places, and probably would 
not be; it did not increase the value of prop- 
erty, and that the over-head wires were dan- 
gerous-and a constant menace to life. He 
considered the petition-as an “entering 
wedge’’. to introduce the electric system 
later. It was to be of no —" to the 
town. Ke

the Statutes governing the motive power. 

Mr. Sweeney asked in what Mr, French 
was interested, and the latter replied: ‘‘In 
my own welfare and that of the town.”’ 

The attorney complimented- Mr, French 
upon introducing all the objections he had 
ever heard against electricity, but'said they 
were foreign to the petition and raised at 
the wrong time. 

Mr. French said that his remarks might 
possibly be a little previous, but that he 
_was so confident thatthe Company would 
ask for electric power later, and fearing that 
he should:be unable to be present, he pre- 
sented the objections now. He asked.if the 
Selectman would have the. power to desig- 
nate in what portion the tracks should be 
laid. : 

Mr. Sweeney said that the Company were 
desirous that the tracks should be laid 
where they would least incommode public 
travel, 

Mr. E. P. Shaw was in favor of the side of 
the road, that, being the place granted in 
most towns. He thought that electricity 
would be the prevailing power, and should 
want to put in wires at the same time the 
tracks were laid. 

Mr. Wiley said that-he did not think that 
any one believed that a line of cars between 
this town and Haverhill would ever be run 
by horse power, as the horses would be 
killed during the first trip. Was in favor 
of the road, but believed a limited time 
should be given for its construction, 

Mr. Shaw said that the road could be 
built in sixty days, but he would prefer 
until July ’91.

The encampment of 
1890 will number at-least 1,000 dele- 
gates, and the departments represented 
will be about_forty. 


The Boston encampment_of 1871 was~ 


notable in many respects. Gen. Am- 
brose E. Burnside, of Rhode Island, the 
foremost soldier of New England, was 
chosen commander-in-chief for the year.

This idea, in different phraseology and 
in mandatory .tone;now appears as an 
article of the national rules and regula- 
tions as follows: 

‘No officer or comrade of the Grand 
Army of the Republic shall in any man- 
ner use this organization for partisan 


purposes, and no discussion of. partisan - 


questions shall: be permitted at any of 
its meetings, nor shall any nomination 
for political office be made.” 

The Grand Army of Boston, and of 
Massachusetts as well, has been true to 
the-principles enunciated in the early 
days of this noble institution. One of 
the_earliest-national commanders was 
Gen. Charles A. Devens, of Boston, who 
seved two terms—1874 and 1875—and: 
bravely vindicated the order as an or- 
ganization at once patriotic, noble and 
charitable. Another Boston soldier who 
has been at the head of the order is Maj. 
George S. Merrill, cotimander-in-chief 
in 1882. Both of these. veterans are on 
the loeal committee for the encampment 
of the year. 

The work of the veteraiis of the city 
and state during the past. quarter of a 
century shows that with them _ the 
watchwords ‘Fraternity, Charity, Loy- 
alty” mean & great deal. In 1861 the 
whole Union thrilled with the patriotic 
words of Governor John A. Andrew. 
One of his patriotic promises was that 


- the family of every man who enlisted in 


the Union armies should be provided 
for. In the twenty-five years that fol- 
lowed that promise the state expended 
$20,000,000 in addition to bounties and 
the national pensions to keep the sacred 
pledge. .The work goes on to this day as

and specified statement of the disposition of such 
sums made by such post during the preceding 
year, and shall exhibit his -vouchers for such dis- 
bursements to any committee of such city or 
town for examination. 


A movement to establish a home be- 
gan in 1877, when Gon. Horace Binney 
Sargent was department commander of 
Massachusetts. The veterans raised the 
first funds and selected Highland Park 
hotel, Powderhorn hill, Chelsea, for a 
beginning. The property, whichhad 
been erected at an original cost of about 
$90,000, was bought for $20,000, of which 
sum Capt. J. B, Thomas, of Charlestown, 
gave one-half, To further supply funds 
a grand bazaar was held in Boston in 
1881 netting $42,000. The state appro- 
priated $15,000 anntally for some years 
and -then-increased the amount to $20,000 
ayear. A few years ago a soldiers’ car- 
nival was held in Boston to aid the 
home and over $60,000 was realized. 
Since the retreat was opened over 800 
inmates have been cared for. | There is 
a Ladies’ Aid association throughout the 


' state having certain interests of the 


home in charge, and the Woman’s Relief 
corps of the Grand Army help to furnish 
rooms, attend the sick and supply gen- 
eral relief. 

Aside from this and other great works 
of chanty the Massachusetts veterans 
are conspicuous workers for the good of 
the veterans, Some of the posts main- 
tain quarters equal in comforts to. those 
of any_benevolent-association or club.

Prisoners to Subdue Them. 

“ think that the bravest man I ever. 
knew,” said the colonel, ‘‘was one of 
the worst. His name was Kit Castle, 
and for some years, so long ago that 
my hair grows grayer when I think of 
it, he was sheriff of Uintah county, 
Wy. T. Kit had his own peculiar code 
of morals, like a good many other west- 
ern men of that day.

and his prisoners would have been as 
secure in the iron walled corridor as in. 
their cells. But the sight of the five 
men maddened him and he threw the 
door shut with a loud clang, locking 
himself in the room with the others. 
“Drawing his revolver he leaped at 


the men, bellowing in. his anger. -He ——- 
“was too enraged to shoot them. He 


wanted to punish them for daring to 
attack him. His strength and energy 
were tremendous, and he hurled the 
five men into one of the iron corners, 
Pushing them and knocking them 
about, he beat them over the head and 
shoulders and arms with the butt of
